YANKEE STADIUM,

Yankees are as harmless to any war 
tribe of the National league as a 
‘pair of king cobras and two kegs of 
sulphuric acid. To this combination 
you can add a large chunk of dyna- 
mite with the fuse attached. 

Back in 1927 they manhandled the 
Cardinale in four straight assaults. 
In 1928S they ran a steam roller over 


‘the Pirates four days in a row. To- 


day they started to remove a collec- 
tion of hides from Chicago's baffled 


Cubs. 
In whaling the Cubs, 12 to 6, in 


the first game of the series here to- 
day, the Yanks made it nine straight 
over the older league and the worst 
may not be over yet. 

This is a record for pure unadul- 
terated poison of the most violent 
type that should stand for years. It 
is beginning to approach the point 
of wholesale massacre, as far as the 
National league is concerned. And 
the National league is concerned no 
little. 

The Yankees have now reached the 
point where they no longer need base 
hits to get their runs. They scored 
12 runs on 8 hits and, in the sixth 
inning. five Yanks galloped over the 
plate, riding two flabby singles around 
the patks packed with passes and 
errors.

Major Walter Elliot. conservative, 
succeeded to the agriculture portfolio 
and Sir Godfrey Collins, liberal, was 
made secretary for Scotland.

History of Company. 

George E. King, then a‘frail but 
energetic young man who traveled for 
Matthai Ingram & Company, metal- 
ware makers of Baltimore, came to 
Atlanta in 1882 with a view of invest- 
ing his savings in a hardware busi- 
ness.

“Was this $125,000 voted because 
of money advanced from 1907 to 1912 
by Davis?’ asked the prosecutor, 
Louis M. Treadwell. 

“Yes,” said Broening. 

“And it was voted to the organiza- 
tion department because that was the 
easiest way to get it to Davis? Surely 
they weren't voting the money to 
Jones and Jenkins?” 

“IT must assume,” Broening replied, 
“that they were voting it to Davis.” 

Broening said that when the money 
was voted to the organization depart- 
ment he “never gave it a thought,” 
despite his conversation with Davis a 
year earlier in which he was told 
that Davis had withdrawn from the 
department. ; 

“Ten't it a fact.” Treadwell persist- 
ed, “that you didn’t object because 
you knew that the organization de- 
partment was Senator Davis’ at that 
time?” 

“T didn’t give it a thought,” Broen- 
ing repeated.

at Candler Field 


Resumes Full-Time Flying Activity 


The 457th Pursuit Squadron, offi- 
cial designation of the Candler field 
umit of the U. S army air corps re 
serve, has resumed operations as a 
squadron for the first time since early 
in 1932. it was announced Wednes- 
day. e nine months’ lapse of mass 
flying activity was brought about by 
governmental economy programs which 
sharply reduced the number of flying 
hours allotted reserve units, it was 
said. 

With the resumption of full-time 
flying,’ the unit has reorganized with 
the election of the following squadron 
officers, some of whom were renamed 
and some appointed to their posts for 
the first time: Major William L. 
Plummer, squadron commander: Cap- 
tain John Ficklen, operations officer: 
L:eutenant Frank Milstead, assistant 
operations officer; Lieutenant Glenn 
Holland, assistant operations officer; 
Captain F, F, Hughes (who has the 
distinction of being the only man in 
the unit who was shot down by a 
German airman during the World 
War), engineering officer; Lieutenant 
Carl Weinmaster, assistant engineer- 
ing officer, and Lieutenant James 
d’Arey, adjutant, Lieutenant Leo C, 
Wilson, supervising inspector in this 
district for the department of eom- 
merce, aeronautics branch, is a mem- 
ber of the outfit, and serves as an 
instructor. 

With the Atlanta unit’s spacious 
new plant, consisting of three build- 
ings, almost compsoted, the northwest- 
ern corner of the municipal airport 
is taking on all the aspects of a minia- 
ture army air center. With the type 
of training the members of the unit 
now are receiving it is believed that 
the Atlanta squadron, were it called 
upon in an emergency requiring thor- 
oughly capable’ service-type fliers, 
would be-able to function on a parity 
with any of the highly trained na- 
tional guard units in the country. 
Many young graduates of army air 
schools, fresh from their two years of 
active duty with the regular air corps, 
have joined the unit to continue their 
flying activity while following civil 
pursuits, and have proved extremely 
valuable in the intricate formation 


maneuvers being undertaken by the 
reserve fliers. 

The present equipment, consisting 
of several training planes and a num- 
ber of observation and general-pur- 
pose service type ships, soon will be 
augmented by the acquisition of three 
army pursuit planes—high-powered, 
fast single-seaters, Though the official 
word has not heen passed on to the 
Atlanta unit, it is believed that the 
new plarfes will he Wasp-powered 
Boeing biplanes, which have a rated 
— speed of about 180 miles per 
our. 


EXTENDED CONTROL

Roberts said the agreement was

Text of Agreement. 

Text of the agreement which the 
opposing factions approved, follows: 

“In the matter of the controversy 
between the milk distributors in the 
city of Atlanta and the milk produc- 
ers in and about the city of Atlanta, 
there has been a conference between 
the undersigned representing the pro- 
ducers and the distributors, together 
with Mayor James L. Key, of the city 
of.Atlanta, and we have agreed as 
follows: 

“That the basis for the purchase of 
milk beginning October 1, 1932, shall 
be a flat price of 16 cents per gallon 
(4 per cent cream basis): first of No- 
vember, 18 cents per gallon; first of 
December, 20 cents per gallon. 

“These prices shall obtain unless 
and until the same shall be changed 
by the orders of a commission which 
is to be set up to pass on all such 
questions as price and other questions 
affecting the milk industry. 

“This commission shall be composed 
of three persons representing the pro- 
ducers and three representing the dis- 
tributors, and a seventh person to he 
selected by these six, or upon their 
failure to agree, to be named by the 
senior judge of the superior court of 
Fulton eounty.”

Death of John Williams Recalls 
Many Legends of Former Senator 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.,’ Sept. 28.—() 
Many were the legends, some true and 
some untrue, that were told about the 
brilliant, dramatic John Sharp Wil- 
liams when. he was President Wil- 
son’s leader in the senate during the 
days of the World War. ; 

is son spoke of some of them this 
morning, as he prepared to leave for 
the family home where his father died 
at midnight. . 
_ President Wilson, idol of the drawl- 
ing but fiery southerner, had labor- 
ed with congress relentlessly, attempt- 
ing to secure passage of an act that 
would have made the United States 
a member of the League of Nations. 

That was toward the end of Sena- 
tor Williams’ publie carecr. 


When congress sinahy put the seal 
of doom on the proposal, the eloquent 
Mississippian gained the floor and 
with biting words told his colleagues: 
“I'd rather be a dog and bay at the 
moon than remain in the United 
States senate.” 

The Civil War wrote a chapter of 
tragedy in Senator Williams’ family 
history while he was still a child, but 
his son said this morning that he 
eames no bitterness about the con- 

ict, 

Senator Williams was born in Mem- 
phis, July 30, 1854, so, as a child, 
lived through the bloody conflict be- 
tween the north and south. His fa- 
ther, Christopher Harris Williams, 
was a colonel in the Tennessee Vol- 
unteers and died on the field of bat- 
tle. The threat of a Union invasion 
Phy the family to move to Yazoo 
‘ity, 

One of the stories told about Sen- 
ator Williams was that when he first 
went to congress he always entered 
the house of representatives by a side 
door because an American flag flew 
over the main entrance, 

“There is absolutely nothing to 
that story,” his son said this morn- 
ing. “My father retained no bitterness 
over the conflict. He even dedicated 
the Lincoln memorial at Hodgensville. 
I think the story probably was in- 
vented as a compliment to him by 
other southerners who felt that way.” 

Kit Williams said that one of his 
fathers hardest and most dramatic 
races was against Governor J. K. 
| Vardeman, of Jackson, Miss., for the 
| Senate. 

“My father had supported Varde-

chukuo troops, described here as 
many, were killed on Tuesday when 
General Su’s artillery destroyed four 
barracks, and apparently seized the 
town together with other nearby vil- 
lages. 

The uprising created a delicate sit- 
uation on the border involving four 
elements, the Japanese, the soviets, 
Manchukuo and the insurgents. 

The Manchukuo authorities appar- 
ently were unable to take any defi- 
nite steps, while the nearest Japanese 
troops were at Tsitsihar, 250 miles 
southeastward. 

Japanese military action would be 
handicapped any way owing to the 
possible danger of a frontier incident 
involving soviet forces. 

Soviet troops previously had been 
reported as crossing the old Russian- 
Manchurian boundary. They advanc- 
ed halfway to Manchuli. 

Soviet neutrality was indicated, 
however, by offer of refuge for Jap- 
anese in Manchuli if they would come 
to the soviet side of the border. 

The only possible relief in sight in 
the area of the rebellion appeared to 
be the Mongol cavalry stationed at 
Dalainor. 

(The reference to Dalainor appar- 
ently was intended to denote the vil- 
lage at Lake Dalainor, 50 miles due 
south of Manchuli, in Manchuria. De- 
spite the fact that Dalainor is within 
the technical boundary of Manchuria, 
the Mongols roam that area without 
paying much attention to boundary 
lines. ) 

The loyalty of the Mongols to Man- 
chukuo was believed assured by the 
agnosie, in Chang Chun of more than 
2 young Mongol princes from the Da- 
lainor district.

Just like that—the mills of the gods began to turn—an- 
other hero was on the way—another great figure in a great 
sport drama was making his first appearance in the grand climax 
of baseball’s greatest show—the World Series. 

There was no hint then that the Sultan of Swat, the 
Baseball Behemoth—the Battering Bambino—the 
Clouting Colossus—was making an appearance. 

“Ruth hitting for Shores!” 

The baseball reporters wrote it down and wondered why 


Bill Carrigan, the Boston manager, was sending in the kid to! 


hit. And when he grounded out they nodded wisely. 

Yet that was how the Blood-Sweating Baseball Be- 
hemoth made his first appearance in the World Series. 
They called him that because he made rival pitchers 
sweat blood. But that was later. First he was to estab- 
lish himself as one of the best left-handed pitchers in 
the game. 

' This is his tenth World Series. As he begins it his name 
occupies more space in the list of records than that of any 
other man. ; 
He was a great left-handed pitcher when he 

started. It is almost forgot that he was ever so listed. 

And yet he was. The books show that he helped his 

club win the pennant in 1916. He went in.to pitch 

the second game of the series against the Brooklyn 

Robins. Sherry Smith was his opponent. It went 14 

innings, that game. And the only run the Robins got 

was in the first inning, the Red Sox winning, 2 to 1. 

Ruth went all the way without weakening. He fin- 

ished strong. | 

It was 1918 when the Red Sox won again. The Cubs were 
the National league team, as they are now. And the Babe beat 


them in the first game, shutting them out, 1 to 0. That’s where | 


he set his record. Combined with the 13 scoreless innings in 
1916, this gave him 22 consecutive innings of scoreless World 
Series pitching. He came back to win the fourth game. The 
first seven innings were shutouts. This gave him 29 consecu- 
tive scoreless innings of World Series pitching—a record which 
stands today. 
And just as he made the Red Sox a great team with 

his left-handed pitching, he has made the Yankees a 
great team with his left-handed hitting. He is in his 
tenth World Series. He made one hit and one error 
yesterday. But the Yankees won easily. 

* Seventeen years in the big show and in 10 World Series— 
hs one of the best left-handed pitchers the World Series has 
ever seen and as the greatest left-handed hitter and home run 
slugger the old, old whirl has seen.

COACH ALEX PROTECTS PLAYERS. 


Coach W. A. Alexander, of Georgia Tech, announced ves- 
terday a new plan for the protection of players which should 
be adopted by all football coaches. : 

The old-fashioned knee brace, which protects each 
side of the knee, will be used by players in scrimmage 
work. They will not wear it during the games. The 
brace prevents a knee from being injured when struck 
from the side in blocking. 

Statistics show that 85 per cent of football injuries are knee 
injuries. The knee is a curious joint. There is little structural 
strength to it at either side. Coach Alexander, a former na- 
tional president of coaches, follows the latest developments of 
the association. The publication of statistics persuaded him 
that he should protect the knees of his players. Hence the de- 
cision to equip them with braces for the heavier scrimmage 
work. Georgia Tech is one of the leaders in offering complete 
supervision of all athletics. Nothing is neglected. 


FOOTBALL NOT UNSAFE. 

It should be presented again and again that only the physi- 
cal fit should play football or any game involving bodily con- 
tact. The underdeveloped boy, the frail boy, the one whose 
frame is not suited to football, should not be permitted to 
participate in the game. 

This is true as regards intra-mural sport. Perhaps 
more so. Too often intra-mural football is played 
with inadequate equipment and inadequate supervision 
of the physical fitness of the men. 

More and more universities are turning away from their 
squads men who look promising but who do not have the 
p ysical stamina and equipment to play the games involving 

gee bodily contact. The game is safe enough for those fitted 
to play. 


RED BARRON RETURNS. 


Red Barron, who managed the Cracker$ through the dismal 
campaign just completed a féw weeks ago and who got them 
out of the cellar in the last series, returns to Ponce de Leon 
park tonight.

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BUSH IS UPSET 
BY LOU'S SMASH 
GRIMES ROUTED 


Yankees March on to Vic- 
tory as Cubs’ Lead Is 
Wiped Out.

YANKEB STADIUM, NEW 
YORK, Sept. 28.—(#)—One resound- 
ing shot from the Yankees’ heavy ar- 
tillery, a home run drive by Lou 
Gehrig in the fourth inning, cracked 
the vaunted defense of the Chicago 
Cubs today, started the speedy down- 
fall of Guy Bush and propelled the 
American league champions to a one- 
sided victory, 12 to 6, in the first 
game of the 1932 battle for base- 
ball’s world championship. 


As if shaken by the recoil of this 
booming clout, which came with Babe 
Ruth on base and put the Yankees 
into the lead after a somewhat shaky 
beginning of their own, the National 
league pennant winners collapsed, 
afield and in the box. 


Bush, the ace right-hander of the 
Cubs, lasted less than two more in- 
nings before an uncontrollable streak 
of wildness forced him from the box 
in the sixth. The ancient spitball 
veteran, Burleigh Grimes, returning 
unexpectedly to the combat, was total- 
ly unable to check the surge of the 
Yankees, who combined a minimum of 
attacking power, well distributed, 
with a maximum of opportunities pre- 


STAKED TO LEAD. 


Staked to an overwhelming lead by 
a combined output of eight Yankee 
Tuns in two weird innings, the sixth 
and seventh, Charles Rufus (Red) 
Ruffing, big right-handed star of the 
home cast, had comparatively little 
trouble holding the Cubs in check. 

The National leaguers put on a few 
brisk rallies and, all told, collected 
10 hits off Ruffing as compared with 
only eight Yankee blows off the com- 
bined delivery of Bush, Grimes and 
Bob Smith, but it was much tdo big 
an uphill climb for the .Cubs to nego- 
tiate through the last stages of the 
game. 


Delayed by a sudden downpour of 
rain at the start, the opening game 
produced an exhibition of baseball as 
disappointly drab as were the weather 
conditions and the size of the crowd. 


The attendance was slightly better 
than the previous low mark for the 
Yankee stadium, 38,000 at the seventh 
game of the 1926eries, but far short 
of the record of 63,600.. The total re- 
ceipts of $133,493 were approximate- 
ly Seo short of the stadium’s high 
mark. 


The combination of threatened post- 
ponement, after an all-night and 
morning rain, and a poor advance 
sale produced one of the smallest 
turnouts in the history of the world 
series competition in the _ stadium, 
biggest of the country’s baseball 
parks. Exactly 41,459 cash custoni- 
ers, many of them half-drenched by 
the early rain, cheered the rush of 
the Yankees in their bid for a. third 
world chathpionship in six years, 
MANY VACANT SPOTS. 


The bleachers were nearly filled 
by the $1.10 enthusiasts but there 
were big vacant spaces in the triple- 
decked stands to indicate that not 
much more than half the: stadium's 
capacity of 69,000, had. been touched. 
It was the first big blow the times 
have struck at baseball's classic. 

The Yankees, with Babe Ruth and 
the rest of their slugging cast appar- 
ently in excellent health, despite 
alarming pre-series reports, overlooked 
no visible opportunities in galloping 
off with their ninth successive world 
series triumph. 


Picking up where the late Miller 
Huggins left off with eight straight 
conquests for the 1927-28 champion- 
ship club, Marse Joe McCarthy di- 
rected his forces to a decisive vietory, 
even though he was aided and abetted 
as much by the erratic Cub defense 
as he was by the Yankees’ ability to 
hit solidly in the pinches.

Bush, working 
his curves effectively, retired the first 
nine Yankees to face him.

These three tallies put the Yankees 
abruptly back into the lead, appar- 
ently knocked the spirit out of the 
Cubs in general, and Bush in par- 
ticular.

He passed out of the 
picture with a balloon ascension in 
the sixth.

Psychology in Dummy 
Play 


Much has been said of the use of 
psychology in correctly bidding Con- 
tract hands. However. the opportunity 
to “fix” an opponent by the use of psy- 
chology does not end in the contract- 
ing. A really fine Dummy player is 
marked vot only by his technique and 
ability to execute difficult end-plays 
(as there are probably scores of play- 
ers quite capable in that ponpert but 
by his ability to lead the defense into 
channels which hest suit his purposes. 

The good Dummy player knows that 
he is not a magician and cannot make 
tricks of nothing. somewhat as a magi- 
cian would take a rabbit out of -a hat, 
but realizes that to really “steal” 
tricks. he must have the co-operation. 
even though it be unwilling, of the op- 
ponents. Therefore. he must give them 
every opportunity to err, give them as 
many guesses as possible, and capital- 
ize on any slips they may make. He 
should make his play of the Dummy 
ax deceptive as possible, try to mas 
his intentions and give erroneous im- 
pressions of bis holding.

The Opening lead by West was the 
heart Ace. Small cards were played 
from Dummy and Declarer’s hand. 
East played small. West now shifted 
to the deuce of diamonds, which De- 
clarer was able to mark for a single- 
ton lead and to place East with King- 
Queen-Knave-small, Accordingly, he 
went up with Dummy’s Ace, and then 
studied the hand. A spade trick must 
obviously be lost and two diamonds, 
sufficient to set the contract. But 
this particular Declarer thought of 
the division of. the cards, which was 
not at all improbable, wherein the con- 
tract could be made, and he acted ac- 
cordingly. He played two rounds of 
hearts, discarding tbe third club from 
Dummy. played Dummy’s Ace and 
King of clubs and then led the King of 
trumps. He followed this with a small 
trump. and when East played small, 
finessed the 9-spot. West took the 
trick with the Queen, did not have 
the. Knave of spades or another. dia- 
mond, and was forced to lead either 
a heart or a club, giving the Declarer 
the necessary ruff and discard. The 
making of this hand depended only 
upon East’s holding three trumps to 
an honor and West holding two to an 
honor, as West already was marked 
with a singleton diamond. Of course, 
if Kast had held the Queen-Knave- 
small of spades, the contract could not 
have been made, nor could it have 
been made if Fast had held two spades 
and West three. But Declarer, on this 
particular hand, by playing for the 
one winning division of cards, was 
able to successfully fulfill a difficult 
contract.

President Sanford 
Stresses Improved Op- 
portunity for Education 
at Low Cost. 


ATHENS, Ga., Sept. 28.—(#)}—Dr. 
S. V. Sanford, president of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, said today that the 
integration of the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture and the Georgia 
State Teachers’ College with the uni- 
versity offered greatly increased edu- 
cational opportunities to students. 

The president, addressing the for- 
mal opening of the 132nd session of 
the university, said that the inte- 
grated university is in a favored posi- 
tion to meet the demand which the 
modern university is feeling at this 
time—the demand for a strengthened 
and enlarged curriculum and quality 
instruction at as low a cost as pos- 
sible to the individual. 

The modern university, he ex- 
lained, feels this demand very keen- 
y since it reflects, at all times, the 
changes in society. He said the great 
public school system is the bulwark 
of democracy and that the univer- 
sity curriculum is but an extension of 
the training “so well begun in the 
public schools of this country.” 

he new integrated university is 
Tegarded by him as being especially 
advantageous to advanced students, — 

Discussing development of the uni- 
versity, Dr. Sanford praised the do- 
nors of large funds which he said are 
making possible a college education to 


scores of worthy students who would/ 


otherwise he denied this training. He 
also described the part which loyal 
alumni and friends of the university 
‘have had in its growth, through con- 
tributions for increasing its physical 
property and equipment. :

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(/)— 
The Columbia (S. C.) Railway & Nav- 
igation Co. today urged the power 
commission to approve an amendment 
to its license to permit construction 
of a $34,000,000 power plant on the 
Santee river instead of a $20,000,000 
project originally planned.

OF PENITENCE, PRAYER 


Atlanta Institutions To Take 
Part in Nationwide Ob- 
servance Oct. 2-8. 


A week of penitence and prayer, 25 
proposed in the recent general assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America, and con- 
curred in by more than a score of 
other national church organizations, 
will be observed by virtually every 
church in Atlanta and the rest of the 
nation beginning Sunday and continu- 
ing until October 8, it was announced 
W ednesday. 

Announcement of the period of ob- 
servance asserted that “in view of the 
grave difficulties confronting the na- 
tion and the world,” it is suggested 
that all churches join in a simulta- 
neous period of prayer and penitence. 
An interdenominatioual committee de- 
veloped the plan and addressed a mes- 
sage to pastors and people “of the 
churches of the United States of 
America” asking that the observance 
be carried out. 

“Greetings: Grace to you and peace 
from God our Father and the Lord 
Jesus Christ,” the message read. 

“We address you on urgent busi- 
ness. The church and the nation face 
a grave and serious situation. There 
is on every hand physical and mental 
suffering. This condition has long 
continued and no one can point the 
way of escape. Our best men aré pow- 
erless before the devastating effects of 
commercial distrust and moral con- 
fusion. While we long for the return 
of prosperity, we pray rather for the 
correction of those causes of distress 
without whiche prosperity may prove 
to be other than a blessing. 


“In many areas within the church |

laws are moral laws and. while we 
cannot trace their working, of one 
thing we are sure, that out of the 
past has come the present. We reap 
what we sow. 

“We have worshipped at the shrines 
of false gods—the false god of mam- 
mon, money, things; the false god of 
power, production, bigness, the false 
god of nationalism, individualism, so- 
cial injustice; the false god of pleas- 
ure, amusement, disregard for things 
sacred; the false god of success, hizh 
living. careless thinking: the false 
god of magic, reaping where we had 
not sowed, profiting where we had 
not toiled. 

“The church dares not stand aside 
and whisper peace either to itself or 
to the nation when there is no peace. 
Only a national turning to God in 
repentance and moral restitution, 
seeking His divine forgiveness, will re- 
store the spiritual health of our peo- 
ple. We have looked for signs of re- 
pentance and the fruits thereof. We 
have not seen them. 

“On every hand there is a demand 
for prosperity, but little evident desire 
to return to the ways of faith and 
prayer. The times are giving us moral 
discipline. God waits on man's re- 
sponse. No social or political revival 
can come out of spiritual destitution, 
and no national awakening can arise 
out of religious indifference. The only 
adequate way is the way of Christ 
and the Cross. 

“We therefore call upon our people 
to give themselves by an act of will. 
personally and corporately, in peni- 
tence and prayer to Almighty God. 
And in order to secure the epirit of 
fellowship in united intercession. we 
set apart the week beginning October 
2, 1932, as a time when pastors and 
people shall search their hearts and 
conduct, and by personal dedication 
and public services appointed to meet 
the need of the hour. discover for 
themselves and for the nation the way 
to peace and power.
